OASKT, Iowa, March 2.—A little pond 
of stagnant water dignified by the name 
of Silver Lake, four miles west of here, 
has a history as a bathing place.

In May, 1882, the division 
terminal was located at Andrews instead 
of Fort Wayne and the oontrol of the 
yard force was placed in the hands of 
the agent, Mr. Newton being appointed 
yardmaster 
Mr. Sweet. This posi- 
tion he filled with great credit to him- 
self until Augast 1, 1884, when the 
offioe of division freight agent was 
created. Mr. Sweet received this ap- 
pointment and was suooeeded in the 
Fort Wayne agency by Mr. Newton, 
who has since acted in that oapaoity. 
Upon the organization of the local 
freight 
agents' 
association at Fort 
Wayne, Mr. Newton was chosen as 
secretary. He is well known and popu- 
lar among his associates and railroad 
men genially.

"Having now finished the work assigned me, 
I retire from tbe great theater of (action, and 
bidding an affectionate farewell to this august 
body, under whose orders I have so long acted, 
I here offer my commission, and take my leave 
of all the employments of public lite." 


HIR F I R S T IXAtJOCRAL A D U B E S 8 . 
In accordance with previous arrangements. 
Gen. Wasbii'gton met Congress In New York on 
tbe 30th of April, 17«», for the purpose of being 
inaugurated as the first President of the United 
States. The oath of office having been adminis- 
tered by tbe Chancellor of the State of New 
York, in presence of tbe Senate and House of 
Representatives, the President delivered the fol- 
lowing inaug rai address: 


" F E L L O W - C I T I / . E S S 
OF T H E 
S E N A T E , A N D 
O F 
T H E H O U S E O F K K P R E S E N T A T T V E S ; Among the 
vicissitudes imident to life, no event could 
bave filled me with greater anxieties than that 
of which tbe notification was transmitted by 
your order, and received on the 14th day of the 
present month. On the one hasd, I was aum- 
moned by my country, whose voice I can never 
hear but with veneration and love, from a re- 
treat which I had chosen with the fondest pre- 
dilection, and, in my flattering hopes, with an 
immutable decision, as the asylum of my de- 
clining years; a retreat which was rendered 
every day more necessary, ns well as more dear 
to me, by the addition of habit to inclination, 
and of frequent interruptions in my health, to 
the gradual waste committed on it. by time. 
On ^ e other hand, tbe magnitude and difficulty 
of the trust to which the voice of my country 
called me, being sufficient to awaken in the 
wisest and most experienced of her citizens a 
distrustful scrutiny into bis qualifications, 
could not but overwhelm with despondency 
one, who, inheriting inferior endowments from 
nature, and unpracticed in the duties of civil 
administration, ought to be peculiarly conscious 
of his own deficiencies. In this conflict of emo- 
tions, all I dare aver, is, tbat it has been my 
faithful study to collect my duty from a just 
appreciation of every circumstance by whioh it 
might be affected. All I dare hope, is that if, 
in executing this task, I have been too much 
Bwayed by a grateful remembrance of former 
instances, or by an affectionate Bensibillty to 
this transcendant proof of tbe confidence of my 
fellow-citizens, and have thence too little con- 
sulted my incapacity as well aa disinclination 
for the weighty and untried cares before me, my 
error will be palliated by tbe motives wQiob 
misled me, and its consequences be judged by 
my cotintry, with some share of the partiality 
in whicb they originated. 


"Such being the impressions under whicb I 
have, in obedience to the public summons, re- 
paired to the present station, it would be i>ecu- 
liarly improper to omit, in thia fbrat official act, 
my fervent anpplications to that Almighty Be- 
ing who rales over the imiverae—who presidea 
in the councila of nations—and whose providen- 
tial aids can supply every human defect, that 
hia benediction may consecrate to tbe liberties 
and happiness of tbe people of the United States, 
a government instituted by themselves for ^ese 
essential purjwsea; and may enable every in- 
strument employed in its administration to 
execute with succeas the functions allotted to 
his charge. In tendering this homage to the 
' Great Author of every public and private good, 
I aasure myself that it expresses your senti- 
ments not less than my own; nor those of my 
feUow-citizena at large, leea than either. No 
people can be bound to aeknowledge and adore 
the invisible hand which conductB the affairs of 
men, more than the people of the United Btatea. 
Every atep by which they have advanced to the 
character of an indep«ident nation, seems to 
have been distinguished by aome token of provl- 


fortified, or tbe latter be aafely and advantage- 
ously promotea. 


'To the preceding observations I liave one to 
add, which will be most properly addressed to 
the House of Represehtativea. It concerns my- 
self, and will, therefore, be as brief as possible. 
When I was first honored with a call into the 
service of my country, then on the eve of an 
arduous struggle for Ita liberties, tbe light m 
wbich I contemplated my duty required that I 
sbou d renounce every pecuniary compensation. 
From this resolution I have in no instance de- 
paited; and being still under the impressions 
which produced it, I must decline, as inappli- 
cable to myself, any share in tbe personal emol- 
imients which may be indlspenaably Included 
in a permanent provision for the executive de- 
partment : and must accordinsly pray that the 
pecuniary esttmatea for the station in which I 
am placed, may, during my continuance in it, 
be limited to such actual expenditures as the 
public good may be thongbt to require. 
"Having thus imparted to yon my sentimenta, 
as they have been awakened by the occasion 
which brings us together, I sbw take my pres- 
ent leave; but not ;y^ithout »sorting once more 
to the benim Parent of the human race, in 
pplication, that, since he baa been 
'avor the American people with op- 
humble snpp] 
pleased to ft 
portunities for deliberating in perfect tranquil- 
lity, and dispositions for deciding, with unpar- 
alleled unanimity, on a form of govemment for 
tbe security of their Union, and the advance- 
ment of their happiness, ao his divine blessing 
may be equally conspicuous in the enlarged 
views, the temperate consultations, and the 
wise measures, on which the success of thia 
Govemment must depend." 
COMHANDER OF THE A R M Y . 
After the expiration Of his second Presiden- 
tial term. Washington retired to the tranquil 
shades of Mount Vernon, fondly indulging the 
hope that the remainder of his days would be

long 
conduct of the French Directory and ¿ta emis- 
saries led to frequent difficulties with tbis coun- 
try. which were calculated to provoke a war ;

Accordingly, early in July, the rank 
and title of "Lieutenant General and Comman- 
der-tn-chief ol all the armies raised, or to be 
raised, in the United States," was conferred 
u bim ; and the Secretary of War, Mr. Mc- 
enry, immediately waited upon bim to tender 
the comihission. Inaletterto President Adams, 
accepting this "new proof of public confidence," 
he makes a reservation that be shall not be 
called into tbe field until the army is in a situa- 
tion to reqttire his presence, and adds : "I take 
the liberty also to mention, that I must decline 
having my acceptance considered aa drawing 
after it any Immediate charge upon the public, 
and that I cannot receive any emolumenta an- 
nexed to the appointment, before entering into 
a aitiuition to incur expenae." 


MOUNT VEBNON.

Herewith are presented faithful pictiuea of 
Mount Veraon and Independence Hall, Motmt 
Vemon being the home and burial place of 
George Waabingt on, on the right bank of the 
Potomac, in Fairfax Cotmty, Va., nine milea 
aouthweat of Alexandria and fifteen luilea fl-om 
Washington City. At the time of Washington's 
decease the eatate comprlaed several thousand 
acres. The msnsion is beautifully situated on 
a swelling height crowned with trees aud com- 
manding a fine view up and down the Potomac. 
The honae ia of wood, two stories high and 90 
feet long, with a lofty portico extending along 
the whole front. On the ground floor are aix 
rooms, none lama except the dining-room. Tbe 
library and Washington's bedroom remain aa 
they were at the time of his death, and contain 
many articles of neat interest. In front of the 
bouae aloping to the river ia a lawn of five or six 
acres. About three hundred yatda aonth of the 
mansion, on a hillside in full view of the river, 
is the old family vault, where the body of Waah- 
i n ^ n waa first laid and remained till 183n. when 
it waa removed to a new vault at no great dia- 
tance on the edge of a deep wooded dell. Mount 
Vemon mansion waa built by George Washing- 
ton's elder brother Lawrence, who settled there

President Harrison is the twenty-third 
citizen who has risen to the highest honor 
in the gift of the people.

official summary condenses the lives of 
these great men to a historical line, but it 
is thrilling with eloquent deeds cherished 
in the hearts of a people. 


TX> OBBÀT CAPITOL BUILDING. 


The Capitol Building hardly shows its age. 
and it is difficult to imagine that it lacks 
only four years ot being a century old. The 
accompanying picture gives a full front 
view. Facinir east, on the west brow ot a 
plateau, its 751 feet of length affords a 
grand and pleasing prospect, while over 
Ealf that amount ot depth enables the 
building to very comfortably crowd nearly 
four aores ot grotmd. Its history may be 
briefly sumn^zed: Cornerstone laid by 
Washington Sept. 18,179S; north wiM ready 
for the first sitting of Congress Nov. 17, 
1800: sooth wing finished, 1806; interior of 
both wings burned by the BriUsh Mig. 24, 
1814: reoonstruetion of wings begun. 1815; 
foundation ot main building laid March 34, 
1818, and the whole completed, 1827. An 
extension was projected twenty-three years 
later, and its corner-stone was laid by 
President Fillmore and Daniel Webster Jaly 
4. 185L This addition saw compleUon only 
after sixteen 
yemrs' work.

as horlinir is. a oharseteristic same of one 
oouatry or locality onlr. but it 6, neverth^ 
less, a gnme that is played only by people 
accustomed to Scottish sports and Scottish 
scenes. All who have read the marvelous 
stories of Robert Louis Stevenson have be- 
come familiar with the word "Unks." This 
term sifcmfles a plot of ground that oonns- 
TOBds in general character to the English 
downs. To put it more conoisely. downs 
means Unlu. and either word means a field 
of uneven level, overgrown with grass, 
whose extent )a so considerable that one 
may stand in the middle of it and see in the 
distance either the sky meeting the earth 
at the horizon, or the distant blue of hills 
that are many miles sway. 


It is upon the links of Scotland and the 
downs of England that golf is played. Oolf 
requites a field of the most extensive di- 
mensions. It is one of the most ancient 
firames known in the catalogue of sports. 
It was originally in vogue under the pres- 
ent rules in the times of James I. of En- 
gland, and it is credibly reported that 
Charles I. was playing it on Leith Links 
when he neard of the rebellion in Ireland. 


Up to this time golf has made no advance 
whatever in the United States. It is ocea- 
sionally played in Canada, although even 
there it has not assumed the impoi-tanoe of 
a regular department of sports. It is a 
game that demands at once the utmost 
physical development upon ttie part of the 
player, as well as a considerable amount of 
skill; and it arouses the interest only of 
those who go intd sports for the love of ac- 
tion. It is far from being a "dude" game. 
No man should attempt to play golf who

has not good legs to run with and good 
arms to throw with, Jis well iis a modicum 
of braiu power to direct his play. 


Given a strong pair of hings. lirm muscles 
upon the loirs, and a healthy desire to 
emulate others in physical exercise, a man 
may become a golf-player. Without these 
he had better stay out of the sport; for no 
man who cannot run several miles without 
stopping can niakr, any kind of a respect- 
able appearance in the game. Appealing as 
it does to those who are most truly athletes 
and involving as it does considtjrable skill, 
it should attract the best el meat among 
sportsmen, and ftquully with hurling it 
should have a chance of becoming one of 
the recognized American games. In ad- 
dition 
to 
the 
fact that 
it appeals to 
men of athletic development it is also, by 
the nature ol the game itself, a most aristo- 
cratic exorcise; for no man can play at golf 
w^ho has not a servant at command to assist 
him. It is probable that no sport exists in 
the world to-day or ever did exist in which 
the services of a paid assiMant are so es- 
sential as in this national game of Scotland. 
The truth is that the servant is as essential 
to the success of the game as the player 
himself. Perhaps the best description of 
the game, which would certainly be unique 
in a Republic, 
may be given in tne 
words of one of the most export players in 
this vicinity, Mr. Alexander D. MacFarlane. 
Mr. MacFarlane has played the game many 
times in his native country and is most qjn- 
bitious to see it introduced among the vital

athletic sports here. Speaking of it to the 
writer, he said: 


"To play golf property wo need a largo 
expanse of uncultivated soil, which is not 
too much broken up by hills. A few knolls 
and gullies, more or less, assists to make 
the game more interesting. In Scotland it 
is played generally on the East Coast, 
where the links are most extensive. Having 
selected a field, tne first thins necessarv is 
to dig a small hole, perhaps one foot or two 
feet deep and about four inches in diame- 
ter. Beginning with this hole a circle is 
devised that includes 
substantially the 
whole of the links. About once in SUU yards 
of this circle a hole is dug corresponding to 
the one I have just described. 
If the 
grounds selected cannot include so large a 
circle as this the holes may be put at as 
short a distance as 100 yards from each 
other: but the best game is played when 
the field is large enough to include holes at 
a distance of SOD yards apart. The design 
is to make as large a cireie as possible with 
holes at about the same distance apart 
The game then may be played by two or 
four persons. If by four, two of them must 
be upon the same side. Inasmuch as the 
Mtrtnership game is played upon subftan- 
;ially the same rules as when two are con- 
testants, I will confine myself to describing 
the game of individual players. 


There are eleven implements ot the 
game, the most important of which is the 
>all. This is made of gutta p^rcha and is 
painted white. It weighs about two ounccs 
and is jost small enough to fit comfortably 
into the holes dug in the ground. Still, it 
should not be so large that it cannot be 
taken out with ease. The other implements 
are the tools of the players. Their names 
are as follows: The playing club, long 
spoon, mid spoon. sh<Mrt spoon, balling 
spoon, driving putter. Mtter. sand iron. 
c l M . and track iron. Each of these is 
irt>out four feet long, the entire length of 
which. In general, consists of a wooden 
htedki. The head is spli«^ on. and may 
be^ther metal or wood. 
The handle, as a 
rule, is made o( hickorj covered with 
leadier. The leather eevenng is devised so 
that the ^ y e r may seeure a firm grlpi.

Sport as bis master: and he must be so 
familiar with the tools of the game that he 
can hand out the right implement at any 
moment when it is called tor. If a player 
has succeeded in throwing or pushing tiis' 
ball into a'hole, his opponent must wait un- 
til he has succeeded in spooning it out be- 
fore he begins to play. Obedience to this 
rule obviates any dispute as to the order in; 
which a man's points are to be made; for, ir 
I have my ball in a hole and my opponent' 
has his within an inch or two of it, he must; 
wait before he plays until I have gotten myj 
ball clear of it and thrown it toward the 
next hole. Following this general plan, tlie 
players go entirely about the cireie, and, as 
you may see. in a large field it may involve 
a run of several miles. If I should throw 
my ball beyond the hole at which I must 
next enter. I am obliged to knock it back 
until it shall enter the desired place and be 
carefully spooned out iigain. While I am 
doing this my opponent may by a lucky 
play get his ball within the proper limit, 
and thus gain some distance upon me. 


"Now. from this you would infer that the 
aim of this sport would be to complete the 
circle as quickly as possible. This does not 
always follow. There are no codified rules 
according to which the game is played. As 
a general custom, the players make the en- 
tire circuit of the circle, and the one who 
gets his ball in the hole at which they began 
first, wins the game. Nevertheless, it is 
sometimes agreed tliat the game shall be 
won bv him who makes the largest number 
of holes within a given number of minutes, 
say twenty or thirty. In either ease the 
principle of the game remains the same; 
and if partners are playing it simply means 
that if A strikes a hall, and B is his partner, 
B must run forward and make the nextplay^ 
and A must run after him and make the next.

and 80 on, while D and C, who are on the 
other side, are doing the same thing. In 
the partnership game there is actually more 
exercise to the players than in the single 
game, and the servants or 'caddies' are 
equally busy." 


"Do spectators usually congregate to view 
games of golf?" 


"Yes, in small numbers; but, as a rule, 
they stand afar off, for the nature of the 
implejnents employed is such that a ball 
may be driven in a very contrary direction 
to that which the player wishes, and, there- 
fore, may fall among the spectators and 
cause some temporary discomfort. More- 
over, it would require considerable activity 
upon the part of the spectators to watch 
the play in golf, for they would have to run 
around and see how every hole was gained 
from one end of the game to the other. 
I 
have seen as many as thirty spectators at 
one game, but seldom more; and a good 
game is frequently played without any at 
all. 


"The principal qualifications for the f^ame 
are steady nerve and eye and good judg- 
ment of force, with an added ability to 
avoid knolls and sand-pits, which, in the 
technical terms of the Scotch crame. are 
called 'hazards.' 


"It is not a game which would induce men 
of elegant leisure to compete in. but those 
who have strong wind and good muscle 
may find it a splendid exercise for their

Clarke, whose wonderful trip in the early 
Kare of the century gave the world first 
owledge ot this vast region, were over a 
year in reaching this locality, rowing, poling, 
and poshing their canoes for nearly S,OUO 
miles sgsinst the swift-current of the Mis- 
souri. Now it takes a day or two in a 
Manitoba palace car 
or a free-colonist 
sleeper to reach here, and no danger or 
privation and three good meals a day. 


n so accustomed to 
the continent as so 
. . snowy, so far away— 
and a lot of other so-so's—that It would 
probably never be a fit abode for mankind; 
but the facts show to the contrary. Why. 
hundreds of miles north of here there is a 
country with winters no more severe than 
those of the north New England States, and 
summers more suitable to the growing of 
grains. 
We 
are separated from that 
region by the forty-aiath 
parallel, an 
imaginary political boundary which nature 
wlU not take into accoant when adjusting 
affairs in the future. The intermingling of 
people of the same bk>od. speech, relii^on. 
ideas, and ambitions will obliterate It 
Statesmen have foretold it and btisiness 
interests will hasten it. Those who think 
Dakota and Montana are sections of the 
arctic region slipped down out of place 
should look to the .east The south line of 
Dakota is the forty-third parallel ot north 
la^tnde. Follow this line across the At- 
lantic and much of E u n ^ will be found 
lying north of it All of Britain and Nor- 
way and Sweden He a full degree above the 
northern boundary of our two great Terri- 
tories. Edinburgh. St Petersburg. Stock- 
holm. and Christiana, in the midst of 
a 
swarming 
population, 
are 
on 
the 
parallel of STtka. Alaska. And Sitka is as 
far from Great Falls as the Oulf of Mexico. 
Emrland and the north of Europe are made 
habitable by the infiuence of the Gulf 
Stream. The Euro-Si wo—the Black Ocean 
river of the Asiatic coast—or the Japan 
Current, gives to this northwestern region 
the same mildness of climate that the Gulf 
Stream does to Northern Europe, and why 
should not this country, like that, be filled 
with life and industry? Water heated off 
the coast ot Southern Asia sweeps across 
the Pacific Ocean and tempers the climate 
of our western coast nearly up to the Arc- 
tic Circle. This river of warmth gives to 
British Columbia. Washington, and Ore- 
gon winters 
so 
mild 
that 
ice is a 
scarce 
article, even 
in 
Sitka, 
while 
roses bloom in the gardens' along the 
coast at Christmas time. Imparting its heat 
to the air, which, ascending, passes over the 
Rocky Mountains much lower here than in 
the south, it affects the climate of a resjion 
larger than the original United States. Com- 


i 
)arisons of temperature made with the At- 
antic coast are most favorable to Montana. 
The rivers of Montana close later and open 
earlier than those of States far south of this 
parallel. The Missouri Kiver here is clear 
of ice a month earlier than it is at Omaha. 
In the light of existing knowledge who will 
say .that up to the GOth parallel in this north- 
west is not as capable of being settled a.s 
Bussia ani Norway and Sweden south of 
that line? 


Glance at the physical features of this 
portion of the continent and one will see a 
great plain sloping northwfird. It is the 
latitude of the continental water system. 
Nowhere else in the world is there such 
succession of lakes and navigable rivers; no 
other country possesses such an area of 
agricultural land so intersected by fresh 
water. Within a radius of 1,0U0 miles is 
half the fresh water of the globe. At Grand 
Forks. Dakota, ttie Red River is less than 
1,000 feet above the sea. Follow the river 
to its mouth. Lake Winnepeg, and it has 
descended 300 feet, and in a boat one can 
steam westward on the Saskatchawan more 
than 
1.000 miles, 
and 
then 
double 
the distance on other rivers. Follow the 
Bed Kiver to its source in Lake Traverse, 
and in high water a boat can reach Big 
Storm Lake, the source of the Minnesota, 
and thence pass to the Mississippi, thus 
joining Hudson's Bay and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. Two hundred miles to the east is Lake 
Superior and a water way to the Atlantic. 
Three hundred miles to the west the Mis- 
souri can be reached, and the traveler be 
borne into the shadow of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, from whose western side another 
mighty river springs—the Columbia—and 
leaps to a different sea. After the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri the Columbia draws 
the largest basin in the repubiio. 


From Lake Superior along the northern 
boundary of the republic to the Pacific Ocean 
the average altitude is less than 2,000 feet 
above the sea. It is the only line on which 
connected agricultural settlement can be 
made across the continent It is the ce- 
real belt, and history shows that mankind 
gathers in larger numbers where food is 
most abundant and cheapest South of here 
is the roof of the continent; the plains of 
Colorado are almost as high as the moun- 
tains of Montana; Denver, surrounded by 
productive farms, is a half-mile higher than 
the average of Montana's valley and plains. 
Between Omaha and Sacramento there is a 
continuous elevation of quite 4,000 feet 
Ascending every 300 feet makes a difference 
of one degree in temperature. 


Of the twenty-two States nnd Territories 
west of the Mississippi, each one is larger 
than all of New England, while Dakota and 
Montana each possess area double that 
of the New England States. Montana, 
scaicely known by name in England, is 
larger than all of Great Britain, and is rich- 
est per capita of all American common- 
wealths. Single counties of Montana are 
larger than fair-sized Eastern States. The 
counties of Chotean and Dawson, in North 
Montana, contain more acres than the State 
of Iowa. 
With the exception of a few 
mountains and high buttes. the whole 
of 
the 
two 
counties 
is 
described 
as 
a 
rolling 
prairie, 
covered 
with 
grass and filled with running streams. The 
main rivers are the Missouri. Milk, Marias. 
Sun. and Teton, a total of 1,200 miles of 
waterways, not to speak of numerous 
tributaries, all fio wing through valleys of 
generous width and of great depth and 
richness ot soil. Here the story of the buf- 
falo was closed. Strange that the American 
people, usually sagacious, so long consid- 
ered this Western land as sterile and worth- 
less. regardless of the fact that it gave sup- 
port to countless heads of untamed cattle. 


It is no doubt true that animal life had its 
origin in the warmer climates, but it is also 
true that the colder climates have de- 
veloped the most sturdy, energetic and 
brainy races ot men as well as the-best 
breeds of domestie animals. Frost and 
health lines seem to be synonymous. The 
races of the frost cUmes are the most vigor- 
ous: it is the lesson of history that North- 
ern nations have always been more success- 
ful in war and progressive in peace than 
their Southern neighbors. 
The material 
and moral conquest of the world belongs to 
the races of the frost lands; they have been 
the most energetic explorers and pioneers, 
the 
most adventurous colonizers, the 
most 
active 
merchants. 
the 
best 
foundert^ 
of 
governments, 
and 
the 
wisest 
of 
rulers. . Sanitary 
statistios 
prove the heaithfuiness of the Northwest 
lor both mankind and animal life. There is 
more sunshine here than in the East, and 
InTalids begin to come and find health un- 
der the genial skies. The conditions, too. 
are most favorable to the stock indostry. 
There is an abundance of grass, the moat 
nutrltlous of fo«d. the climate is invigorat- 
ing and heathful. water is abundant and 
everything favors the conversion of the 
products of field and pasture into the finest 
beef, mutton and pork.

The council at Laodicea (about 
prescribed entire abstinenoe from food 
on Holy Thursday and the exolusive use 
of "dry food" during all the fast days of 
Lent. By degrees in the west 
use 
of all kinds of food, except flesh, eggs, 
cheese, and wine,' was allowed, and be- 
came general after the 11th century; 
and thereafter even the use of these was 
psrmitted, flesh only excepted. 


In the present discipline of the Roman 
Catholic church, only o^e meal is al- 
lowed, and at this the use of flesh meat 
is prohibited. Custom allows a slight 
refection, not exceeding two ounces, in 
the morning, and a collation not exceed- 
ing eight ounces in the evening. This 
general rule is modified to suit the ne- 
cessities of climate and occupation. But 
fish and flesh are never allowed during 
Lent at the same meal. 


In nearly all the Protestant churches 
of continental Europe, pai^cularly in 
the Lutheran church. Lent is still a peni- 
tential season. 
The church of England 
still keeps the Lenten fast on her calen- 
dar with appropriate services, as does 
the Protestant Episcopal church.—The 
fourth Sunday of Lent is often termed 
Mid-Lent Sunday or Passion Sunday; it 
was formerly kuown as "Carl Sunday," 
and on that day beans or peas called 
"carlings" used to be given away or 
eaten. Lent 
is preceded 
in 
some 
countries by the dissipation of the carni- 
val. 


In the Catholic, Lutheran and Epis- 
copal churches services are weekly held 
to commemorate the occasion of fast and 
abstinence, 
and 
Bt. Bev. 
Bishop 
Dwengèr has prescribed the following 
rules for the Catholics of the diocese, 
and the clergy will announce them from 
their ptdpits to-morrow: 
[omq^Aii.] 


According to faculties granted by the 
Holy See, August 3, 1887, the following 
regulations for Lent are made for this 
diocese: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 
pleted their twenty-first year, are, unless 
legitimately dispensed, bound to ob- 
serve the Fast of Lent. 


2. They are only to make one meal a 
day, excepting Sunday. 


2. The meal allow^ on fast days is 
not to be taken till about noon. 


4. At that meal, if on any day per- 
missicm should be gpranted for eating 
flesh, both fish and fiesh shall not be 
used at the same time. 


5. A small refresliment, commonly 
called collation, is allowed in the even- 
ing; no general rules as to quantily of 
f o ^ permitted at this time is or can be 
made. 
But the practice of the most 
regular Christians is, never to let it ex- 
ce^l the fourth part of an ordinary 
meal. 


6. The quality of food allowed at a 
collation is, in this diocese, bread, but- 
ter, eggs, cheese, milk, all kin^ of 
fruits, saUds, veg^bles and cold fish. 


7. General usage has made it lawfiil 
to take in the morning some warm 
liquid, as tea, coffee or thin ohooolate 
and a cracker. 


8. Necessity and oustom have author- 
ized the use of lard instead of batter in 
preparing fish, vegetables, eta 


9. The following persons are exempt 
from the obligation of fasting: 
iToong 
persons under tweniy-oneyeaxs of age^ 
the sick, nursing women, those who are 
obliged to do hard labor, 
all who, 
through y ^akne^ cannot fast without 
prejumoe to their health. 


10. Bv dispouMtìon, thense of flesh 
meat will be allowed at any time on 
Sundays, and onoe a day on Mondays, 
Tuesdays, Thursdays and Satmdays, 
with the exòepti<m ol the seoond and 
last Saturdays of Lent. 


11. Peraoos dispeiiMd from the obli-

of two English pioneers in Hlinois, Mor- 
ris Birbeck and George Fowler. 
I n 
1816, when these two Englishmen set 
out for the new world, a great part of 
Illinois was a savage wilderness. 
I n 
1812, the Indians had murdered 
the 
garrison 
of 
Fort 
Dearborn, 
at 
the 
mouth of the Chicago 
BiVer, 
where 
Chicago now stands, and nearly all the 
settlers in the vicinity. 


T h e story which George Flower left 
behind him of his journey into the great 
West is as interesting as a narrative of 
African exploration. 
On the way he 
had to ford a deep river, the 
directions 
for getting across which illustrate 
the 
difficulties of travel in a country 
where 
there are plenty of 
rivers, 
but no fer- 
ries nor bridges: 


" W a d e straight in," he was told, "four 
times the length of your horse; 
then 
turn 
sharp to your r ^ h t ; go on 
two 
lengths of the horse; then bend a little 
to the left, and then push on to the 
other shore, slanting off with the cur- 
rent as you go!" 


Even with such explicit directions as 
these, 
one had to have a pretty 
good 
memory to escape drowning. 
Fowler 
said that the fording adventures 
which 
he had on his trip impressed themselves 
so vividly on his senses that he 
contin- 
ued to ford rivers in his dreams as long 
as he lived, which was more than 
fifty 
years afterward. 


Both Flower and Birkbeck were men 
of property. 
Birbeck, who was a wid- 
ower, brought with him his two daugh- 
ters, their companion, ]Miss Andrews, 
and a few servants. Flower was a bach- 
elor ; but on the way they 
encountered 
a minister at a settlement, and Flower 
and Miss Andrews were married. 
It 
was a strange romance, since Birkbeck 
was also a suitor for 
Miss 
Andrew's 
hand; but the young woman having de- 
cided in favor of Flower, Birkbeck gave 
her hand at the wedding to him, taking 
the place of parent to the woman whom 
he could not make his wife. 


Flower "pitched his camp" 
perma. 
nently, and with much sagacity, at a 
fertile and beautiful spot in 
southeast- 
ern Illinois, which he named Albion, in 
honor of his native country. 
He estab- 
lished an English colony at this point; 
and Albion, became the county seat of 
Edwards Cou;<l^, and a place of local 
importance. 
Flower built an 
elegant 
house at his new home, and used 
his 
wealth to develop and improve agricul- 
ture in his adopted land. 


H e did more than this; when, in 1823, 
it was sought to make Illinois a slave 
State, he "resisted the proposition with 
all his influence, which was verj- con- 
siderable 
in the new commonwealth, 
and was instrumental in securing the 
defeat of the scheme. 
H e could not 
have done a greater service to his State 
or his country. 


Flower lived until the year 1862. 
In 
the meantime he had lost his large for- 
tune, but he remained highly esteemed 
to the last, and died iu the State which 
he had helped to found. 


A iAWTKR-S 
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John 
H. 
Morrison 
practiced 
law 
many 
years ago at Findlay and 
all 
through that section of Ohio. 
H e had 
some striking peculiarities that were in 
the habit of cropinng out in court. 
H e 
was once trying a case before J u d g e 
Patrick Henrj' Goode and a jury, and 
opened his side of the case as follows: 


"MAY IT PLEASE THE COURT : B y t h e 
perjury of witnesses, the ignorance of 
the jury, and the connivance of 
the 
court, I expcct to lose this case." 


" W h a t is that you say, Mr. Morrison?" 
" T h a t is all I have to say on that 
point, and the court will feel happier if 
I do not repeat what I have already 
said. 
F r o m the looks of the jury I in- 
fer 
that they would rather not have 
heard it once. 


Morrison, by 
the 
way, must have 
been a relative of the Hocking Justice 
who replevined the woman, for on one 
cocasion he got out a writ of replevin for 
a child whose ownership was disputed 
between 
the parents, who had sepa- 
rated. 
But tile i^praisers could not 
fix a valuation on t h e child. 
One set 
of appraisers after another was called, 
b u t none of them could decide what the 
child was worth. 
Finally the officer in 
charge of the writ, returned it in dis- 
gust. 


"There," exclaimed Morrison, "there 
goes my case. 
I could replevin 
Satan 
himself out of the infernal regions if 
I 
could only get somebody to put a valu- 
ation on him.*—Cincinnati

The world is full of the inexplicable, 
the impassable, the unfathomsole, the 
insurmountable. 
We oannot go three 
steps in any direction without coming 
up against a hard wall of mystery, rid- 
dles, paradoxes, 
profundities, 
laby- 
rinths, problems that we cannot solve, 
hieroglyphics that we cannot decipher, 
anagrams we cannot s ^ l l out, sphinxes 
that will not speak. 
For that reason, 
David in my text proposes to take up 
some of these somber and dark things 
and try to set them to sweet music: 
I 
will open my dark sayings on a harp." 


So I look off upon society and 
find 
people in unhappy conjuncture of cir- 
cumstances and they do not know what 
it means and they have a right to ask, 
why is this? and why is that? and I think 
I will be doing a good work by trying to 
explain some of these strange things 
and make yon more content with your 
lot, and I shall only be answering ques- 
tions that have often been asked me, or 
that we have all asked ourselves, while 
I try to set these mysteries to music and 
open my dark sayings on a harp. 


Interrogation the 
first: 
Why 
does 
God take out of this world those who 
are useful and whom we cannot spare 
and leave alive and in ^ood health so 
many who are only a nuisance or a pos- 
itive injury to the world? 
I thought I 
would begin with the very toughest of 
all the seeming inscrulables. 
Many of 
the most useful men and women die at 
30 or 40 years of age, while you often 
find useless people alive at 60 and 70 and 
80. 
John Careless wrote to 
Bradford, 
who was soon to be put to death, say- 
ing: "Why doth God suffer me and such 
other caterpillars to live that can 
do 
nothing but consume the alms of the 
church, and take away so many worthy 
workmen in the Lord's vineyard?" 
Sim- 
ilar questions are often asked. 
Here 
are two men. 
The one is a uoble char- 
acter and a Christian man; he chooses 
for a lifetime companion one who has 
been tenderly reared and she is worthy 
of him and he is worthy of her; as mer- 
chant, or farmer, or professional man, 
or mechanic, or artist, he toils to edu- 
cate and rear his children; 
he is suc- 
ceeding, but he has not yet established 
for his family a full competency; 
he 
seems absolutely indispensable to that 
household, but one day before he has 
paid off the moi-tgage on his house he is 
coming home throngh a strong north- 
enst wind and a chill strikes through 
him and four days of pnenmonia end his 
earthly career and the wife and children 
go into a struggle for shelter and food, 
i&is next door neighbor is a man who, 
though strong and well, lets his wife 
support him; he is round at the grocery 
store or some general loafing place in 
the evenings while his wife sews; his 
boys are imitating his example 
aud 
lounge and swagger and swear; all the 
use that man is iu that bouse is to rave 
because the coffee is cold when he comes 
to a late breakfast, or to say 
cutting 
things about his wife's looks when he 
furnishes nothing 
for her 
wardrobe. 
The best thing that could happen to that 
family would be that man's funeral; but 
be declines to die; he lives on and on 
and on. 
So we have all noticed that 
many of the useful are early cut oft' 
while the parasites of societj'have great 
vital tenacity. 


I take up this dark saying on my harp 
and give three or four thrums on the 
string in the way of surmising and hope- 
f u l guess. 
Perhaps the useful man was 
taken out of the world, because he and 
his family were so constructed that they 
could not have endured 
some 
great 
prosperity that might have been just 
ahead and they altogether might have 
gone down in the vortex of worldliness 
which every year swallows up ten thou- 
sand households. 
And so he went while 
he was humble and consecrated, and 
they were by the severities of life kept 
close to Christ and fitted for usefulness 
here and high seats in Heaven; 
and 
when 
they 
meet at last before 
the 
throne, 
they 
will 
acknowledge 
that 
Ihough the furnac« was hot, it purified 
them, and prepared them for an eternal 
career of glory and reward for which no 
other kind of life could have fitted them. 
On the other hand, the useless 
man 
lived on to 
fifty, 
or sixty, or seventy 
years, because all the ease he ever can 
have he must have in this world, and 
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any trouble, or the 
cilfted. 
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They never bad 
trouble was never san 
^ho are 


those men who listen with moist eye as 
you tell them of suffering and who have. 
a pathos in their voice and a kindness 
in their manner and an excuse or an 
alleviation for those gone asttey? 
They 
are the men who have graduated at the 
Boyal Academy of Trouble and they 
have the diploma written in wrinkles 
on their own countenances. 
My! my! 
What heartaches they had! 
What tears 
they have wept! 
What injustices they 
have suffered! The mightiest influence 
for purification and salvation is trouble. 
No diamond fit for a crown until it is 
cut. 
No wheat fit for bread till it is 
ground. 
There are only three things 
that can break off a chain—a hammer, a 
file, or a fire; and trouble is all three of 
them. 
The 
greatest writers, 
orators, 
and reformers, get much of their force 
from trouble. 
What gave to Washing- 
ton Irving that exquisite tenderness and 


you ought not, therefore, begrudge him 
his earthly longevity. 
In all the 
ages 
there has not a single loafer ever en- 
tered Heaven. 
There is no place 
for 
him there to hang around. 
Not in the 
temples, for they are full of the 
most 
vigorous, alert, and rapturous worship. 
Not on the river bank, for that is 
the

recline. 


ot in the gates, because there are mul- 
titudes entering, and we are told that at 
each of the twelve gates there is 
an 
angel, and that celestial guard would 
not allow the place to be blocked 
up 
with idlers. 
If the good and useful go 
early, rejoice for them that they have so 
soon got through with human life, which 
st best is a struggle. 
And if the useless 
and the bad stay, rejoice that they may 
be out in the World's fresh air a good 
many years before their final incarcera- 
tion. 


Interrogation the second: 
Why do so 
many good people have so much trouble; 
sickness, bankruptcy, persecution, the 
three black vultures sometimes putting 
their fierce beaks into one set of jangled 
nerves? I think now of a good friend I 
once had. • He was a consecrated Chris- 
tian man, an elder in the church and as 
polished a Christian Rentleman as ever 
walked Broadway. 
First his general 
health gave out and he hobbled around 
on a cane, an old man at 40. 
After a 
while paralysis struck him. 
Having by 
poor health been compelled suddenly to 
quit" 
" 
iad. 
Then a son beeame hopelessly demented. 
Another son, qilendid 
of 
mind and 
commanding of presence, resolved that 
he would take eareof his father's house- 
h o l d b«t naderthe swoop e i

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pathos which will make his books fa- 
vorites while the English language con- 
tinues to be written and spoken? 
An 
early heartbreak that he never 
once 
mentioned; and when thirty years after 
the death of Matilda Hoffman, who wa^ 
to have been his bride, her father picked 
up a piece of embroidery ana said: 
"That is a piece of poor Matilda's work- 
manship, " Washington Irving sank from 
hilarity into silence and walked away. 
Out of that lifetime grief the great au- 
thor dipped his pen's mightiest re-en- 
forcement. 
"Calvin's Institutes of Re- 
ligion," than which a more 
wonderful 
book was never written by human hand, 
was begun by the author at 25 years of 
age, because of the 
persecution 
by 
Francis, 
King 
of 
France. 
Faraday 
toiled for 
all time 
on a salary 
of 
£80 a year 
and 
candles. 
As 
every 
brick of the wall 
of 
Babylon 
was 
stamped with the letter N, standing for 
Nebuchadnezzar, so every part of the 
temple of 
Christian 
achievement 
is 
stamped with the letter T, standing for 
trouble. 


When in olden time a man was to be 
honored with kniehthood, he was struck 
with the flat of the sword. 
But 
those 
who have come to the honor of knight- 
hood in the kingdom of God were 
first 
struck not with the flat of the sword but 
with the keen edge of the cimeter. 
To 
build his magnificence of 
character, 
Paul could not have spared one lash, 
one prison, one stoning, one anathema, 
one poisonous viper from the hand, one 
shipwreck. 
What is true of individuals 
is true of nations. 
The horrors of the 
American revolution gave this country 
this side of the Mississippi River to in- 
dependence, and the conflict between 
England and Franco gave the most of 
this country west of the Mississippi to 
the United States. 
France owned it, but 
Napoleon, fearing that England would 
take it, practically made a present to the 
United 
States—for he received 
only 
$15,000,000—of Louisiana, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, 
Colorado, 
Dakota, 
Montana, 
Wyoming, and the Indian Territory. Out 
of the fire of the 
American revolution 
came this country east of the Missis- 
sippi, out of the European 
war came 
that west of the Mississippi River. 
The 
British Empire rose to its present over- 
towering grandeur throngh 
gunpowder

lot, and Guy Fawkes' conspiracy, and 


orthampton insurrection, and Walter 
Raleigh s beheading, and Bacon's bri- 
bery. and Cromwell's dissolution of Par- 
liament, aud the battles of Edge Hill, 
and Grantham, 
and 
Newberry, 
and 
Marston Moor, and Naseby, and Dunbar, 
and 
Sedgemoor, 
and 
execution 
of 
Charles the First, and London plague, 
and Loudon 
fire, 
and London insur- 
rection, 
and Ryehonse plot, aUd the 
vicissitudes of centuries. 
So the earth 
itself, before it could become appropri- 
ate and beantiful residence for the hu- 
man family had, according to geology, 
to be washed by universal deluge, and 
scorched and made 
incandescent 
by 
universal fires, and pounded by sledge- 
hammer of icebergs, and wrenched by 
eathquakcs that split continents, 
and 
shaken by volcanoes that tossed mount- 
ains, 
aud passed through the cat.^s- 
trophes of thousands of years before 
Paradise became possible and the groves 
could shake out their green banners and 
the first garden pour its 
carnage 
of 
color between the Gihon and the 
Hid- 
dekel. 
Trouble a good thing for the 
rocks, a good thing for nations, as well 
as a good thing for individuals. 
So 
vihen you push against me with a sharp 
interrogation point. 
Why do the good 
suffer? I open the dark saying on a 
harp and, though I can neither play an 
organ, or cornet, or hautboy, or bugle, 
or clarionet, I have taken some lessons 
on the gospel harp, and if you would 
like to hear me I will play you these: 
"All things work together for good to 
those who love God." 
Now 
no chas- 
tening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous; nevertheless after- 
ward it yieldeth all possible fruits of 
righteousness unto them which are exer- 
cised thereby." 
"Weeping may endure 
for a night, but joy cometh in the morn- 
ing." 
What a sweet thing is a harp, and 
I wonder not that in Wales, the country 
of my ancestors, the harp has become 
the national instrument, and that they 
have festivals where crreat prizes are of- 
fered in the competition between harp 
and harp; 
or that weird 
Sebastian 
Erard was much of his time bent over 
this chórded and vibrating triangle, and 
was not satisfied until he had given it a 
compass of six octaves 
from E. to £ . 
with all the semi-tones, or that when 
King Saul was demented the son of 
Jesse came before him and putting his 
fingers among the charmed strings of 
the harp played the 
devil out of the 
crazed monarch, or that in Heaven there 
shall be harpers harping with 
their 
harps. 
So you will not blame me for 
opening the dark saying on the gospel 
harp.

Interrogation third: 
Why did a good 
God let sin and trouble come into the 
world when He might have kept them 
out? My reply is. He had a good rea- 
son. 
He haa reasons that He has never 
given us. 
He had reasons which He 
could no more make us understand in 
our finite state than the father starting 
out on some great and elaborate enter- 
prise could make the 2-year-old 
child 
m its arm chair comprehend it. 
One 
was to demonstrate what grandeur of 
character may be achieved on earth by 
conquering evil. 
Had there been 
no 
evil to conquer and no trouble to con- 
sole, then this universe would 
never 
have known an Abraham or a Moses or 
a Joshua or rn Eeekiel or a Paul or a 
Christ or a Washington or a John Mil- 
ton or a John Howard, and a million 
victories which have been gained by the 
consecrated spirits ot all Mes would 
hever have been gained. 
Had there 
been no battle there would have been 
no victory» |line-tenths of the'aiiQiemii 
otf Heaven i^ónld aevet have been sung.

them," so they sit with closed Iipsa»d 
folded hands and sinners saved by gzaoe 
tiAe np the hamony, for the Bibfe says:

A great prima donna, who can now do 
anything with her voice, told me that 
when she first started in music 
her 
teacher in Berlin told her she could be 
a good singer, but s certain note she 
could never reach. 
"And then," she 
said, "I went to work and studied and 
E 
racticed for years until I did reach it." 


>ut the song of the sinner redeemed, 
the Bible says, the exalted harmonists 
who have never sinned could not reach 
and never will reach. 
Would you like 
to hear me in a very poor way play a 
snatch of that tune? 
I can give yon 
only one bar of the music on this gos- 
pel harp: "Unto Hun that hath loved 
us and washed us from our sins in His 
own blood and hath made us kings and 
priests unto God and the lamb, to Him 
De glory and dominion forever and ever. 
Amen. 
But before leaving this inter- 
rogatory, "Why God let sin come into 
the world?" let me say that great battles 
seem to be nothing but suffering and 
outrage at the time of their occurrence, 
yet after they have been a long while 
past we can see that it was better for 
them to have been fought, namely, 
Sa- 
lamis, Inkerman, 
Toulouse, 
Arbella, 
Agincourt, 
Trafalgar, Blenheim, Lex- 
ington, Sedan. 
So now that the great 
battles against sin and suffering are go- 
ing on we can see mostly that which is 
deplorable. 
But 20,000 years from now, 
standing in glory, we shall appreciate 
that Heaven is better off than if the bat- 
tle of this world's sin and suffering had 
never been projected. 


But now I come nearer'home and put 
a dark saying on the gospel harp, a 
style of question that is asked a million 
times every year. 
Interrogation 
the 
fourth: 
Why do I have it so hard while 
others have it 
so 
easy? 
or, 
why 
do I have so much difficulty in 
getting 
a 
livelihood 
while others go around 
with a full portemonnaie? or, why must 
I wear these plain clothes while others 
have to push hard to get their 
ward- 
robes closed, so crowded are they with 
brilliant attire? or, why should I have to 
work so hard while others have 
three 
hundred and sixty-five holidays every 
year? 
They are all practically one ques- 
tion. 
I answer them by saying, it is be- 
cause the Lord has His favorites and He 
puts extra discipline upon you, 
and 
extra trial, because He has for you extra 
glory, extra enthronement, 
and 
extra 
felicities. 
That 
is no guess of mine, 
but a divine say-so. 
"Whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth." 
"Well," 
says 
some 
one, 
"I would 
rather 
have a 
little less in Heaven and a little more 
here. 
Discount 
my 
heavenly 
robe 
10 per 
cent, 
and 
let 
me 
now 
put 
it 
on, 
a 
fur-lined 
overcoat; 
put 
me in a less gorgeous room of the 
house of many 
mansions and let me 
have a house here in a better neighbor- 
hood." 
No no; God is not going to rob 
Heaven,- which is to be your residence 
for nine hundred quadrillion of years, 
to fix up your earthly abode, which you 
will occupy at most for less than a cen- 
tury, and where you may perhaps stay 
only ten years longer, or only one year, 
or perhaps a month more. 
Now yon had 
better cheerfully let God have his way, 
for you see, he has been takiug care of 
folks for near seven thousand years, 
and knows how to do it, and can see 
what is best, for 
you, better than you 
can yourself. 
Don't think you are too 
insignificant to be divinely cared for. It 
was said that Diana; the 
goddess, could 
not be present 
to keep her temple at 
Ephesas from burning because she was 
attending upon the birth of 
him who 
was to be Alexander the Great. 
But I 
tell you that your God and my God is so 
great in small things as well as large 
things that he could attend the cradle 
of a babe and at the same time the burn- 
ing of a world. 


And God will make it all right with 
you, and there is oue song that you will 
sing every hour j'our first ten years in 
Heaven, and the refrain of that song 
will be: 
"I am so glad God did not let 
me have it my own way." 
Your case 
will be all fixed up in Heaven and there 
will be such a reversal of conditions 
that we can hardly find each other for 
some time. 
Some of us who have lived 
in first rate houses here and in first rate 
neighborhoods will be found, because of 
our lukewarmness 
of eauhly 
service, 
living on one of the back streets of the 
celestial city, and clear down at the end 
of it at No. 808, or 909, or 1505, while 
some who had 
unattractive 
earthly 
abodes, and a cramped one at that, will, 
in the heavenly city, be in a house front- 
ing the Royal plaza, right by the 
impe- 
rial fountain; or on the Heights over- 
looking 
the 
River 
of 
Life, 
the 
chariots 
of 
salvation 
halting 
at 
your door while those visit you who 
are more 
than conquerors, 
and those 
who are kings and queens unto God for- 
ever. You, my brother, and you, my sis- 
ter, who have it so hard here will have 
it so fine and grand there that you will 
hardly know yourself and will feel dis- 
posed to dispute your own identity, and 
the first time I see you there I will cry 
out: 
"Didn't I tell }'ou so when you sat 
down there in the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
and looked 
incredulous because 
you 
thought it too good to be true?" 
And 
you will answer: 
"You were right; the 
half was not told me!" 
So this morn- 
ing I open your dark saying of despond- 
ency and complaint on my Gospel harp 
and give you just one bar of music, for 
I do not pretend to be much of a player. 
"The Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall lead them 
to the 
living 
fountains of water and God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes." 
But I 
must confess 1 am a little perplexed how 
some of you good Christians are going 
to get through the gate, because there 
will be so many there to greet you and 
they will all want to shake hands at 
once and will all want the 
first 
kiss. 
They will have heard that you are com- 
ing, and they will all press around to 
welcome you and will want you to say 
whether you know them after being so 
long parted. 


But here I must slow up lest in trying 
to solve mysteries I add to the mystery 
that we have 
already 
wondered 
at; 
namely. 
Why preachers should 
keep 
on after all the hearers are tired? 
S o l 
gather up into one great armful all the 
whys, and hows, and wherefores of your 
life and mine, which we have not 
had 
time, or the ability to answer, and write 
on them the words "adjourned to etern- 
ity."! I rejoice that we do not under- 
stand all things now, for if we did, what, 
would we leam in Heaven? 
If we knew 
it all down here in the freshman and 
sophomore olass, what would be the 
use of our going.ap to stand amid the 
Jiniorsandthe seniors? 
If we eonld 
put down one leg of the oompass and

Christ's own self-sacrifioing spirit. 


WHAT THE LXSSON TEA.CHBS. 
Whom do men tay that I am. 
He does not 
say. as a human solicitor of men's suffrages 
might say, "Do men speak of me ? Do men 
say anything about me?" He knows they 
are thinking of him. Here Is the proposi- 
tion: All men have their opktion* of Jesus. 
We put this question to a mixed congrega- 
tion the other evening. "Are there any here, 
old or young, who have never huard of 
Jesus?" As you might suppose, there was 
no answer. Then this second query. "Are 
there any hero, children or gray-haired, 
who have formed no opinion regarding this 
Jesus?" And of course there ^ i n g no re- 
sponse to the former interrogatory, there 
was no reply to this. Half-oonsciously. but 
jwrvasively and enduringiy. we form our 
opinions of Jesus of Nazareth. 
And in this 
respect how true the word. "As a man 
thinketh in his heart.'so Is he." 


Some say. Elias. 
There are various opin- 
ions. Some say this, and some say that. 
Good man, says Bousseau; great man. says 
Benan. "There shall never arise a greater." 
Great, though deluded, says Voltaire; great 
and gracious, though not God. says Theo- 
dore Parker; prophet, but not Christ, says 
the Jew; Messianic, but not Messiah, says 
the Hebrew liberal; Kood man. great man, 
kingly man—Hold I If he was only man he 
could not have been good. Those old Jews 
knew better than that, for to claim what he 
did. bein? simply human, was blasphemy 
and worse than blasphemy to the souls of 
those who trusted him. Great man? 
Then 
all the more dangerous. 
Kingly man? 
Thoo certainly let him be put to death, for 
ho 
claims 
men's 
supremest 
homage. 
Friends, our opinions reduce themselves to 
just this: Jesus was either man or he was 
God. If man only, he was worse tlian man. 
and they called him rightly of Beelzebub- 
let our Unitarian friends mark it 
If God, 
then he claims our instant homage as the 
Lord of life and glorv. 


Tnou art the Christ. 
And what Peter 
means by this we know from what Matthew 
atlda: "The Son of the living God." You 
remember that pertinent, personal inquiry 
of Jesus in the twenty-second of Matthew; 
"What think ye of Christ?" You have used 
it perhaps in the inquiry-room, Sunday- 
school, or pulpit. Be careful. 
It is not a 
question for information, or even an ovan- 
gelistio inquiry, so much as a rebuke foi 
erroneous opinion and false conception. 
They had been hounding and harassing 
Jesus for some time, Herodians. Sadducees, 
Pharisees, like snarling wolves about their 
seeminc: prey. Christ holds them at bay 
with his answers for a season and then he 
tnrns upon them sternly, crushinicly. with 
the 
significant 
counter-inquiry, 
'What 
think ye of Christ? Whoso son is he?" 
As 
if to say. "What can you be thinking of the 
Christ? What is your conception of the 
Messiah ?" Their conduct, in keeping with 
their answer, proclaimed it. They were 
looking for David's son. not God's. Our at- 
titude toward Jesus as preached to-day de- 
clares the conception we have of the prom- 
ised Christ. Is he David's son merely? Then 
wo will probably go on rejecting him qi 
trifling with him. But is he to our deepest 
soul as h9 was to Peter. "Christ, the Son ol 
the living God?" Then what can we do Dul 
accept him, own him? 


HP began to tt-ach them. 
It was a hard 
lesson to learn and tliey were a long while 
getting it by heart—the lesson of self-sur- 
render and of life out of death. 
Again and 
again the book of heavenly instruction was 
returned to the disciple and pupil of the 
Master as Frances Kidley Havergal has 
saia it. "With the leaf turned down at th« 
self-same place." We ourselves learn it as 
slowly, the lesson of complete devotion for 
souls' sake, for Jesus' sake. Peter, through 
upi and downs of tryinc tutelaire, liad at 
last learned the teaching by heart when or 
the day of Pentecost, Spirlt-fllled, he stood 
and said: "This Jesus hath God raised up 
whereof 
we all are witnesses.' 
Is nol 
herein the significance of that added verse 
(9: 1) ? AndVe have not gotten our lesson 
fully until we have conned and compre- 
hended that solemn, earnest word of Paul 
to the Romans: "I beseech you. therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that ve 
present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God. which is your rea- 
sonable service." 


If any inan will come after me let hita 
deny himself. 
That is, let him leave him- 
self behind. It is a very simple thing. 
We 
talk of the mystery of godliness and the 
secret of his presence. 
It is not far to 
seek. Listen. 'He that dwelleth in the se- 
cret place of the Most High shall abide 
(lodge) under the shadow of the Almightv." 
Tautology almost. Is it not? 
He that 
dwelleth shall—just dwell. 
And is not that 
in large p ^ t what it means ? To know what 
it is to live in Christ, begin right now to 
live iu him. He that doeth shall know. 
The word above is. literally, whosoever 
wills to follow after me. let him deny him- 
self and take up his cross and—follow me. 
The way to abide in the vine is—to abide. 
This young lady has just beon saying, 'I 
believe it alL I know Christ saves the lost, 
but I do not feel that personally I have 
taken him for my own Savior." We say to 
her: "No, you do not feel, because you do 
not take. 
Suppose to-night you just lose 
yourself, deny yourself, and go "after"— 
1. e.. in the footsteps of Christ 
Forget 
yourself and everything else—take Christ' 
She says she wllL Will you? 


W?iat shall a man give in exchange for his 
souL 
There was wretched Judas bringing 
back his paltry thirty pieces of silver and 
saying. "I have sinned in that I have be- 
trayed the innocent blood." He was. as it 
were, seeking to purchase back his peace 
and to redeem with gain his forfeited birth- 
right 
In vain. No man can give as an ex- 
change for his soul the poor price of world- 
ly barter—^that, indeed, the whole of his ac- 
cumulation. whatever it be. for which he 
has. first of all. sold himself. "What is that 
to as?" says the heartless world. "See thou 
to that." Do we wonder that having first 
abandoned bis Lord and sold himself for 
the world, and now abandoned by the 
world, he should go and hang himself? 
Every man who m ^ e s such deliberate and 
.desperate exchange ends, like Judas, in

BLACK STOCKIXOS. 


As it is so fashionable for both chil»

Both 
cotton and woolen

washed before they 
are worn. 
L a y 
them all night 
to soak in cold water. 
Wash them next day by themselves i n 
two waters, warm but not hot, the soap 
being previously rubbed into the watcnr 
so as to form a lather before the stock-

LirrLE HELPS. 


L a m i J r y polish for shirts, coUais. 
and cuffs, etc., is made in the following 
manner : Dissolve on a slow fire one 
ounce of white wax and two ounces of 
spermaceti, with one large tablespoon-» 
ful of salt. 
Turn 
into a wet cup t o 
cool. 
Make boiled 
starch 
as 
usual, 
cooking slowly for twenty minutes, and 
for every tablespoonful of 
dry starch 
used put in a lump of the 
preparation 
the size of 
a cherry. 
Use 
no 
cold 
starch, and do not 
sprinkle. 
When 
the stari'hed places are dried, lay them 
in a wet towel for two hours, and with 
a rough polishing-iron 
bring out the 
gloss. 


HOME HINTS. 


Knives and forks should be carefully 
washed, polished, and dried 
immedi- 
ately after using. 


Old table-cloths, after they can be 
no longer darned and used for table 
coverings, 
may be cut 
into squares, 
hemmed and used for bread, cake, and 
pastry cloths. 


Scrabbing brushes should be washed 
carefully after using and put to 
dry 
with the bristles down; inttiis way the 
brushes will last twice as long. 


Brooms should be hung u p by the 
handles, not tucked back of thè door 
to crack and break the splints. 


Faded and worn window shades may 
be turned upside down and inside out 
and serve for another year, and so we 
might go on through the whole house- 
hold, taking this little and that 
little 
extra cao« of 
all its contents, 
and 
make them serve almost twice their 
usual time.
